NEW CAVERN FOUND NEAR CARLSBAD MAY RIVAL A U CAVES 


Carlsb ad, N. ,M., Feb . 17 (A5) — 
Discovery of a magnificent lime­ 
stone cavern, with one vaulted 
chamb er more than three miles 
long, was reported here today. 
The great cave, said R. P. Bur­ 
net, curator of the Carlsb ad mu­ 
seum, outrivals in b eauty the 
famed Carlsb ad cavern nearb y, 
and may b e tile largest in the 
world. 
Carlsb ad cavern and another 
near Mexico City now vie for the 
title of the world’s b iggest “hole 
in the ground.” Neither has b een 
explored thoroughly. 
Burnet led al small party of 
explorers through the tiny, hid­ 
den entrance, deep in the Guad­ 


alupe m ountain of southern New 
Mexico, 12 miles south of Carls­ 
b ad cavern. 
They found themselves in an 
immense underground room, 700 
feet wide and w ith /a ceiling so 
high it could not b e seen, even 
b y the aid of powerful flash­ 
lights. 
/ 
The party pushed slowly on for 
six hours, covering an estim ated 
three miles. 
Only when the 
cham b er made a sharp curve, 
did they turn b ack, fearing they 
m ight b ecome lost in the vast 
limestone lab yrinth. 
“We discovered m any rooms 
and passages which we did not 
have tim e to explore. We weren’t 


ab le to reach the end of the b ig 
cave b ecause it turned sharply. 
W hat lies b eyond tha t corner, no 
one knows,” said T. J. Fitzsim ­ 
mons of Carlsb ad. 
Huge, snow-white stalagm ites 
larger even than the 100-foot 
m onoliths of Carlsb ad cavern, 
dotted the floor. Ancient Indian 
pottery and the b ones of deer 
gave evidence the cave once had 
b een used for hum an occupancy. 
C ot Thomas Boles, superinten­ 
dent of Carlsb ad Cavern Nation­ 
al Park, expressed great inter­ 
est.

SPIRIT OF WASHINGTON 
In the constitu tional conv ention and throu gh­ 
ou t his terms as President, George Washington 
stood midway between the ex tremes of radical­ 
ism and conserv atism. W hether considering the 
cou rts, the tariff or the difficu lt p roblem of State 
rights, he maintained a p osition characterized 
by moderation, fair p lay and sou nd ju dgment. 
The Farewell Address, deliv ered in Sep tember, 
1796, reflected this tolerant attitu de. In his fam­ 
ou s u tterance, Washington warned against sec­ 
tionalism and p artisanship in national affairs. 
Factionalism, according to his v iewp oint, was “a 
sp irit mot to be encou raged.” 
It is alway s hazardou s, of cou rse, to say what 
wou ld be the slant of a great historic character 
toward the issu e of today . Bu t one may safely 
infer that Washington wou ld oppose any mov e­ 
ment that threatened to imp air the fu ndamen­ 
tals of rep u blican gov ernment or weaken the sy s­ 
tem of ‘‘checks and balances” u p on which the 
nation was so su ccessfu lly established. 
Sanity , moderation and good temp er were the 
traits inv ariably disp lay ed by Washington in 
the face of national emergencies. If these same 
q u alities were ev idenced a t the p resent time, 
America might be sp ared mu ch of the u nreason­ 
ing bitterness and class riv alry that is being en­ 
gendered by leaders whose egotistical q u est for 
power is being giv en p recedence ov er the com­ 
mon good.

Army Has Big J o b During 
Peacetime in Catching Up 
With Tho se Emplo y ed 
by Fo reig n Natio ns. 


New York , Feb. 17 (A>)-^Spies, 
intent on obtaining secret plans 
for the construction of American 
war machines, have given the 
army a job of detective work of 
unusual peacetime proportions. 
Few have been caught red­ 
handed. 
Most of them are 
deported 
q uietly . The war departm ent is 
satisfied that they are guilty of 
espionage but lack s sufficient ev­ 
idence for prosecution. Moreover, 
the government is anx ious to 
avoid the international tension 
which would attend the trials of a 
Pierson accused of spy ing. 
The story of spy -snaring, coin­ 
ciding with the intensive, world­ 
wide rearmament race, is shot 
through with dime-novel epi­ 
sodes of the accepted romantic 
pattern. 
It contains one Mata-Hari who, 
lovely though she was, proved to 
be a little less than bright. 
“The clever woman spy is an 
ex ception to the rule,” one army 
officer said. 
The influx of spies to the Unit­ 
ed States from abroad began 
soon after the outbreak of the 
Spanish War in July , 19 36. 
Outstanding performances by 
three ty pes of American military 
airplanes, released for ex port, in 
the Loy alist air force evok ed the 
curiosity of certain foreign gov­ 
ernments. 
The war departm ents intensi­ 
fied spy -drive was actuated by 
two conditions: Growing espion­ 
age due to the superiority of 
American war eq uipment abroad, 
and protests from patriotic citi­ 
zens that the United States was 
not protecing its military secrets. 
The arm y considers the care 
with which it blank ets the com­ 
mercial manufacture of ex peri­ 
mental and service eq uipment an 
answer to criticism of its policies. 
War machines in the process of 
construction are walled-off and 
put under guard. 
Spies, however, are another 
problem. Nailing a secret purvey ­ 
or of information to foreign pow­ 
ers is a tedous process of collect­ 
ing evidence and piecing it to­ 
gether to mak e sense.

Wash ingto n, Feb. 16 (ZP)—Pres­ 
ident Ro o sev elt ex amined to day 
th e po ssibility o f co nstru cting a 
natio nal sy stem o f su per-h igh ­ 
way s to pu t men to wo rk with o u tr 
creating fu rth er h eav y relief ex ­ 
penditu res. 
Th e ch ief ex ecu tiv e disclo sed 
a t h is press co nference y esterday 
th at h e wants to find o u t wh eth ­ 
er th e ro ads, partly th ro u gh to ll 
ch arges, co uld pay fo r th em ­ 
selv es. 
His co mment was in line with 
o th er recent ex pressio ns o f h is 
interest in self-liq u idating wo rks 
pro jects. 
Members o f co ngress wh o h av e 
been plu gging fo r su ch su per­ 
h igh way s fo r y ears were ch eered 
by Mr. Ro o sev elt’s attitu de. Fro m 
th eir mass o f co st estimates and 
o th er figu res th ey su pplied th is 
pictu re 
Th e ro ads, inclu ding parkway 
areas o n each side o f th e traf­ 
fic lanes, wo uld be abo u t 300 feet 
wide. Present pro po sals in co n­ 
gress call fo r th ree between th e 
east and west co asts and six o r 
sev en ru nning no rth and so u th . 
Th ey wo uld co st abo u t $6,000,- 
000,000 to $8,000,000,000, inclu d­ 
ing righ ts o f way . 
Th ey wo uld be financed eith er 
by direct federal appro priatio ns 
o r by bo nds issu ed by a new fed­ 
eral co rpo ratio n. In eith er case, 
ev entu al repay ment is co ntem­ 
plated. 
Mr. Roosev elt ex pressed the 
belief that what has been called 
“ ex cess condemnation” of rights- 
of-way might add to the income 
from tolls. 
Under this sy stem the federal 
or state gov ernment, which ac­ 
quired the rights-of-way , would 
buy more land thai! was act­ 
ually needed and lease or sell the 
ex cess. 
As Mr. Roosev elt ex plained the 
theory , the original owners of 
the property would receiv e a fair 
price but would not be permitted 
to profit on the enhanced v alue 
of their land due to the road's 
construction. 
The president ex pressed the 
belief that a priv ate property 
owner had no right to profit on. 
such a general public improv e­ 
ment which by pure chance ben­ 
efitted his land.
